TWO-CENT LUNCHEON 


‘DBLIGHTSROOSBYELN 


He Takes a Cup of Soup atid’ ary 
Egg Sandwich at Cost Price 
with East Side: Children. 


Col. Theodore Roosevelt made a tour 
of the lower east side yesterday to in- 
Spect the cost price luncheons served in 
Some of. the schools by the National 
Child Life Committee of the Progressive 
Service, He started out at 11:30 o’clock 
in an ‘automobile ,with -Mrs. Ernest 
Poole, wife ‘of the ‘author and play- 
wright, and another young woman who 
is interested in the work. 

If .the Colonel was a little skeptical 
at first, his enthusiasm knew no bounds 
as he bore down unannounced on Public 
School 95, at West Houston and Clark- 
on Streets. More than 300 children were 
eating their luncheons in the big room, 
and they stopped, almost terror stricken 
by the presence of se noted a guest. 

®y George, you little ones, don’t do 
that.” I’ve just come down to eat with 
you,” exclaimed the ex-President, as he 
advanced to the counter to. pick out a 
luncheon. The Colonel ‘spent two cents 
on his luncheon. It consisted of one cur 
of bean soup and one egg .sandwich. 

When Col, Roosevelt got back to The 
Outlook office, he sent for the reportere 
and told them that he was going té work 
as hard as he knew how to have legisla- 
tion passed which would permit the 
Departments of Education. to supply 
such cost price luncheons. 

“IT wish you could have seen it,’ he 
said. ‘I was immensely impressed. I 
ate one of the luncheons myself. The 
regular lunch costs three cents, sO you 
see I Had only two-thirds of a lunch. 

“Now I got what I would have re- 
garded as a first-class luncheon or din- 
ner on a round-up or out with my’ regi- 
ment or on a-picnic or a hunting trip. 
I feel very. very strongly that we ought 
by. law in every State to give the School 
Boards power to serve meals to the 
children at not more than the cost price 
of the raw material.” I -hope. it will. be 
a plank in the Progressive Party’s mu- 
nicipal platform this Fall.”

Policeman. Makes. Driver Stop 
Under Threat of Death— 
.. Father Sacco Dying. 


The shrill blast of & police whistle, the 
tooting of an automobile horn, and the 
shouts and curses. of a hundfed men 
came to Patrolman Reardon as he stood 
at his. post at 116th Street and Second 
Avenue shortly after’ 11 o'clock last 
night. He. turned and saw coming up 
the avenue an-automobile with a yelling 
crowd in full pursuit; and though a po- 
liceman was leading the chase the’man 
at e wheel of-the machine was send- 
ing it ahead at full speed. The machine 
had struck ,Father John B. Sacco,. a 
Catholic priest, and mortally injured 
him. - 

Reardon’s first thought was , to hait 
the machine by blowing his é6wn whistle. 
His second thought was‘to ‘pull out. his 
gun and shoot into. the cab if the driver 
would not stop, but: his third thought 
was to climb aboard, no matter how fast 
the machine was" going, ‘and that was 
what he did. He stepped to one side, 
crouched a littie, and with one, jump 
landed on the rutining board’ as the car 
sped.cn up the avenue! : 

He told the driver-to bring hig-car to a 
stop, but the man just loweréd his head 
over the wheel and drove. on. Then 
Reardon, taking in out°of the corner of 
his eye the two scared men riding in the 
tonneau, put his .own ,big bands to the 
wheel, started. to’ turn~the machine 
toward the curb, and. shouted close: to 
the driver’s ‘ear: 

** Put on your brakes, you fool, or I'll 
kill us all,”’ 

Then the brakes. went on, just. as the 
machine drove up on the sidewalk. 

The car had no sooner come to a*halt 
than it was surrounded by a crowd in 
which-men and women struggled for 
first place within reach of.the man who 
sat‘: shaking beside Reardon’on the front 
seat. He was .weak with fear, for the 
cries of the crowd were ‘‘ Lynch him!

In case the unofficial reports prove 
true the Ambassador is “to make 
representations in regard to the in- 
adequate protection afforded to Ger- 
mans ip France.” 

The Reichstag greeted the Foreign 
Secretary’s statement with demon- 
strative approval. Herr von Jagow 
said: 

“Up to the present hour our in- 
formation concerning the Nancy in- 
t/ cident has been confined to press 
dispatches. If the hews is.confirmed 
to the full extent of what is unoffi- 
cially reported I should certainly de- 
scribe it as highly regrettable. It 
would, moreover, be sad proof of how. 
much the machinations of French 
chauvinists, of which the Imperial 
Chancellor recently spoke in the 
Reichstag, must give rise to mis-. 
givings.” . 

Even sober newspapers like the Lo- 
kal-Anzeiger and the conservative 
Kreuz Zeitung are publishing violent

The organs of the War Party. are 
exploiting the affair to ‘the full.

PUZZLING MESSAGE 


REGARDING MARTIN 


Telegram Says He Is Safe— 
Believed to Have Been Writ- 
ten by a Woman. 


MAY BE BACK IN AMERICA 


Scotland Yard Would Not Be Sur- 
prised to Hear That the Missing 
Man Was on the Campania.

LONDON, .April. 15.—Neither Scot- 
land Yard nor William J. Burns cred- 
its statements published to-day to the 
effect that Joseph Wilberforce Mar- 
tin, the so-called American million- 
aire, has been found. _ 

At the same time both the English 
detectives employed on the case and 
Mr. Burns, who has been asked by 
Mr. Martin’s relatives at Memphis, 
Tenn., to take a hand in it, express 
confidence that the missing man is 


; alive and well. 


The mystery of the “disappearance 
has not been solved, and, indeed, is 
further deepened by a strange mes- 
sage wired to-day from the Westmin- 
ster Bridge Road Post Office saying, 
“My friend Martin is safe and well. 
Anderson.” : 

The original telegram is in the hands 
of the police, who are comparing the 
handwriting, apparently a woman’s, 
with writing in their possession, and 
it is hoped that a clue will be found 
here. J. Lockhart Anderson, a friend 
of Mr. Martin, declares that he did 
not write the telegram to which his 
name was signed. 

The dispatch is connected with re- 
ports that Martin left friends of 
Anderson prior to the night of April 
3 in order to meet a woman, though 
it is also suggested that it is the 
work of a practical joker. 

A sensational statement circulated 
yesterday that Martin had been traced 
to a house in South London, where he 
was held for ransom, was found on 
investigation to be unfounded. 

Another “clue” came in the form 
of.a message from New York stating 
that Martin had arrived there on 
board the Campania. The Cunard 
Line officials said they had Lo re¢ord 
of a passenger named Martin. Scot- 
land Yard officials stated that they 
would not be surprised if the report 
were correct. 

Theories and suggestions are abun- 
dant, but only one definite piece of 
evidence reached the detectives ‘to- 
day. This was the gold chain that 
was found in Martin’s opera hat by 
a boy not far from where Martin’s 
wallet was picked up the morning 
after his disappearance. The-lad lost 
the chain, but his father again found 
it, and it has been identified as ‘hav- 
ing belonged to Martin. 

The prevalent idea is that Martin's 
disappearance is susceptible of an al- 
together common and ‘uninteresting 
explanation despite circumstances 
which give it a sémblance of mystery. 

The affair so far has occupied an 
unusual amount of space in the Lon- 
don papers, which are obsessed with 
the idea that the American press will 
discover a sensational solution. A 
disposition is now ‘becoming evident 
to treat the matter with reserve. 


MARTIN FIRM NOW ACCUSED.., 


Receiver’s Inquiries Seem to Show 
Duplication of Warehouse Receipts. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 15.—That the 
Martin-Phillips Cotton Company, of 
which Joseph Wilberforce Martin mys- 
teriously missing in London, faces a 
crisis, was indicated to-night by the re- 
sult of investigations into alleged dupli- 
cated cotton warehouse receipts by the 
receiver, D, F. Eliot. 

It has been ascertained that the com- 
pany negotiated loans on at least 1,800 
bales of cotton, giving as security the 
cotton warehouse receipts. To-day it 
was learned that the concern had but 
94 bales stored in the warehouse here, 
and to-night J. T. Speers, owner of the 
only warehouse used by tht concern, 
stated that he had issued but 900 ware- 
house receipts, thus indicating that at 
henge 900 more are ‘duplicates or’ for- 
geries. 

W. H. P. Phillips and-Fentaine Mar- 
tin, members 6f the firm, declined to 
make any statement regarding the out- 
standing warehouse receipts. In the 
absence of J. - Martin, who had 
charge of that branch of the company’s 
business, they did not feel at liberty to 
say anything until the company’s af- 
fairs had been checked up in every 
detail by the receiver. 

This is said to be the first instance in 
the history of the cotton trade in Mem- 
phis in which the*value of warehouse 
receipts for cotton has been questioned, 
although none of the cotton warehouses 
here are bonded warehouses in the usual 
acceptance of that term.

Missing Cotton’ Broker’s Brother 
Discredits Gambling Stories. 


The famlty of Joseph W. Martin, the 
wealthy Memphis cotton broker, who 
mysteriously disappeared in London on 
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April-3, have not lost all hope of: seeing 
the missing man again, according to his 
brother, N. Hill Martin, who, with his: 
néphew, H, Martin Dunscgmb, came to 
New York yesterday. The*two men had 
expected to sail on the. Camp&hia ‘to 
Le sag sein the search for the lost man, 
ut have. been called back to Memphis 
by a telegram: 

‘‘ My brother had been communicating 
with us by cable every day or so,” said 
Mr. Martin yesterday in, the lobby of] 
the Waldorf before ‘he had received the 
the Waldorf.” He cabled us that he was 
going to return on the Olympic, but.he 
missed that boat, and on April 3, the 
day on which he. disappeared, we had 
our last word from him in the form of 
a cable, telling us that he had closed 
up all his deals.involving cotton lands 
in Arkansas and Tennessee, which he 
ba making through the firm of Bou-| 
stead & Anderson, brokers, and that he 
would sail on the steamship La France. 

‘“‘When, two. days after La France 
had sailed, we had heard nothing fur- 
ther from him, we became worried, as 
he had been communicating with us al- 
most every day. We sent a wireless to 
La France asking if he were on board, 
and the answer came: that he was not; 
that he h2d booked passage, but that. he 
had failed to cancel it. A family friend 
in Memphis, Mrs. J. T. Harahan, ad- 
vised us to engage. Detective Burns, 
who, she had read in the papers, had 
been stopping at the Savoy Hotel in 
London. We did so, but I have received 
no word from Mr. Burns, and all that I 
know is what I nave read in the papers. 

**I cannot understand my brother’s 
disappearance. I am absolutely certain’ 
that there is nothing in the suicide the- 
ory. On.the other hand, I fail to see 
how he, could have been taken in by 
any band of sharpers. He did not play 
poker much; he did play bridge, but 
never for big stakes. No mere men 
could have taken -him in, for he was 
exceedingly shrewd. If they got him at 
all, it must have been through a woman, 
and through one who had known him 
for some’ time and who had completely 
gained his confidence. A man couldn’t 
neve ‘got’ him. My brother was pretty 
wise. : 

‘* Another thing; I am quite’ certain 
that my brother never had a large sum 
of money on his person. I am also cer- 
tain that my brother had no life insur- 
ance policies with him on the other side, 
as he kept them at home. He carried 
about $100,000 in life insurance in the 


the New York Life Insurance Company. 
He was 40 years old and a bachelor, and 
had always lived an exemplary life.” 


TRIED TO KILL THREE WIVES. 


German Druggist Held for Poison-

Hoff served in the army and then 
traveled in India and the Far East. 
Returning from his travels he estabe 
lished himself near Frankfort as a 
dog fancier. He married and insured 
his wife’s life for a large sum. Soon 
afterward his wife and child died, 
and Hoff was openly accused of pois- 
oning them. He promptly sued his 
accusers for libel. The bodies were 
exhumed, but no proof of poisoning 
was found, so Hoff won his case. 

Soon afterward he married again 
and insured his second wife’s life for 
a large sum. She also soon feli.sick. 
The Lokal Anzeiger says that slic 
died, but the Tageblatt says that 
she obtained a divorce, thus doubtless 
saving her life. 

Two years ago Hoff met the wo- 
man who became his third wife, mar- 
rying her in London. Although he 
went through the bankruptcy court 
in 1911 he insured this wife’s life for 
$20,000. Last June she became ill 
but recovered. In February she was 
ill again and was taken to a hospital. 
The doctors immediately suspected 
poison, and the husband was placed 
under _ surveillance. Finally ~ the 
evidence became strong enough to 
justify his arrest. A deadly drug 
was found in his pocket. Hoff says 
he had intended to commit suicide. 

He had rented a handsome apart- 
mem, with a laboratory attached. In 
the latter the: police found quantities 
of arsenic as well as typhus and 
cholera bacilli, enough, they assert, 
to destroy all the inhabitants of 
Frankfort if they were carelessly 
handled. They also found a large 
number of. books dealing with alchemy 
and Eastern magic.

BAN ON OPEN-AIR MEETINGS 


Home Secretary Prohibits Further 
Suffrage Gatherings In London 
Public Spaces.

LONDON, April 15.—A large house 
at St. Leonards-on-Sea which is 
owned and was recently occupied by 
Arthur Philip Du Cros, M. P., was 
burned this morning. The destruc- 
tion is complete, only the bare walls 
remaining. ‘The damage is estimated 
at. between $40,000 and $50,000. 

There is no doubt that suffragettes 
were responsible for the outrage. Mr. 
Du Cros, who is a Unionist, is a deter- 
mined opponént of the women’s sut- 
frage movement, and recently, re- 
ceived a threat of retaliation. Suf- 
{frage publications were found near the 
burned’ house. 

The recent disturbances at Hyde 
Park, Wimbledon Common, and other 
public spaces of London have led 
Home Secretary McKenna to issue an 
order prohibiting further suffragette 
meetings at these spois. 

A notice from the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Police delivered at the of- 
fices of the Women’s. Social and Po- 
litica! Union refers to the grave dis- 
order. resulting from the meetings, 
notwithstanding the presence of large 
forces of police, and the impractica- 
bility of any police arrangements to 
obviate the possibility of a recurrence 
of such disorder. It adds that in. the 
circumstances, and in view of the 
avowed policy of the union to advo- 
cate the commission of crimes, the 
Home Secretary has instructed the 
police to take the necessary steps to 
prevent the holding of meetings. 


HASTINGS, April 15.-The militant 
suffragettes who to-day destroyed the 
handsome seaside mgnsion at St. Leon- 
ards-on-Sea belonging to Arthur Philip 
Du Cros, Unionist Member of Parlia- 
ment for Hastings, not only set fire to 
the home, but placed explosives in many 
of the rooms. The residence has only 
recently been vacated. 

The women adopted the. method used 
by burglars for entering houses. They 
first spread paper covered with jam 
over a window so as to deaden the 
sound and then smashed the large panes 
of glass with hammers, the jam _ pre- 
venting the broken glass from falling. 

When the flames were noticed by a 
passer-by the fire brigade was sum- 
moned. Soon after the firemen had be- 
gun the work of extinguishing the 
flames a loud explosion occurred’ in one 
of the rooms, and a fireman.was struck 
on the head by a piece of metal. Other 
explosions followe@ in various parts. of 
the house.

MORE TITANIC CLAIMS. 


Judge Holt Closes Cases, with a 
Total Now Filed of $13,907,461. 


Judge Holt in the Federal District 
Court declared closea yesterday the 
time for filing claims against the 


Oceanic Steamship Company on account 
of the loss of the Titanie just a year 
ago. He gave special permission to two 
lawyers to file a few more claims which 
they have not had time to prepare, and 


answers to the report of Commissioner 
Goodrich,in which the liability of the 
White Star Line under the American 
statutes was fixed at about $97,000. 

The total amount of claims filed up to 
last evening with Commissioner Gil- 
chfist was $18,907,461. <A large batch of 
claims was put in yesterday, eighty-one 
of which were for compensation for 
deaths and amounted to $1,983,670; thir- 
ty-one were on account of property 
losses and amounted to $39,187, an 
thirteen were for personal injuries and 
amounted to $110,000.

For instance: -lt is law- 
ful to ‘sell intoxicating liquors from | 6 
o'clock in the morning. to 1 o’clock in 
the morning. It is a crime to sell from 
1 o’clock in the morning till 6. o’clock 
tn the morning. : 

‘“* When the State provides by legislative 
enactment that it is right to sell a com- 
modity during nineteen. hours a day and 
wrong to sell it during five hours a day, 
the human mind refuses to accept the 
proposition as corfect, either morally or 
ethically. It is quite conceivable that: a 
man who would vote for absolute pro- 
hibition would at the’ same time refuse 
to agree that there is reason in a law 
which makes it right to sell at five min- 
utes before 1 o'clock and wrong to sell 
at five minutes after 

“When it is said that the excise law 
cannot be enforced in New York, the 
average man forgets that most of the 
provisions of the law can be enforced 
and are. For instance, it is a crime 
to sell liquor to a child, Grand Juries 
indict and courts convict almost in- 
variably. It is a crime to place wo- 
men behind bars in barrooms and per- 
mit them to serve liquors there: 

“There is no difficulty whatever in 
enforcing this section of the law. Back 
of these sections, and others which I 
do not desire here to make reference, 
there is real sentiment. It is wrong to 
do this or that. Men’s better nature 
revolts against it, and the facts need 
but be presented and juries and courts 
will act.” 


A PEA-GREEN MATINEE. 


“The Necken” Produced at Lyceum 
Under National Federation Auspices 


The latest effort of the Sydney Ro- 
senfeld Production Company, under the 
auspices of the National Federation of 
Theatre Clubs, was a sort of pea-green 
matinée at the Lyceum Theatre, which 
served to prove that a good myth may 
make a bad play.

‘The ten families who occupy the five: | 


story tenement house at 75 East: 101st 
Street have appointed a. vigtlance com- 
mittee to watch the roof and the en- 
trances. to the neighboring houses in an 
effort to lay their hands on the person 
who, four: times within the last three 
days, has set fire to the building. 
Nathan Gorman of 218 Hast 102d Street, 
the owner of the building, told the po- 
lice that ‘he believed a maniac was loose 
in the neighborhood, and. that none of 


his tenants could go-to sleep in peace 
so that maniac had been put in a 
cell. 

The four fires were all started in the 
Same spot, and to all appearances, in 
the same manner. The first was discov- 
ered on Sunday morning at 1 o'clock, 
when Mrs. Kate Garbey, the janitress, 
was going to bed in her, flat on the 
third floor. Suspicious sounds led her 
into the |hallway and there she found 
the stairs leading to the fourth floor in 
flames and smelling of kerosene. This 
happened again at.1 A. M. on Mon ay. 

The third fire was discovered at 2:30 
P.M. Again Mrs. Garbey and the ten- 
ants fought the fire in the ail soaked 
hallway, and prevented the advance of 
the flames. eanwhile; they had made 
several appeals to the police and had 
told the three chapters of the story to 
Fire Marshal Prial. 

The fourth chapter was written yes- 
terday afternoon at 5 o’clock, when Mrs. 
Lena Lax, sitting in her flat on the 
third floor of the endangered ‘building, 
heard some one striking a match in 
the hallway outside. “She leaped to her 
feet and hurried to the hall. There was 
the same odor of eager | poured kero- 
sene, and the flames licking their way 
along the banister. But this time she 
heard the clatter of some one racing 
upstairs and the skylight was open. 

The police reported late last night that 
another fire, the fifth, had been discov- 
ered and extinguished in the house, and 
still the Vigilance Committee never 
caught sight of the incendiary.

pacity of ‘‘dummy ” for them, filed 
an answer to their suit in the Supreme 
Court yesterday, in Which he acknowl- 
edges that he holds the securities and 
accuses Brady and Young of deliberately 
watering the stock of the Dayton Com- 
Pany in a scheme whereby they were te 

e 
says that as contractor for the promoters 
he signed an agreement with the Dayton 
Power and Lighting Company by which 

,100, of the company’s bond and 
stock issue was to be turned over to his 
employers in return for the lifting of a 
floating indebtedness of $229,000 and the 
developing of the company’s resources. 

At the time when this contract was 
signed, June 16, 1911, Kelly says, the 
Dayton Power and Lighting Company 
was making a profit of $331,000 yearly, 
but that the bonds of the company were 
obtained at 87, and the common stock, 
of which they were to receive 7,000 
shares as a bonus, at a book value of 
$50 a share. As the bills for the im- 
provement work on the Dayton com- 
ry were paid by Brady and Alden 

. Young, Kelly was to turn over por- 
tions of the securities to them. When 
this work was finished and the equiva- 
lent stock surrendered to his employers 
Kelly found that he still possessed se- 
curities worth $100,000, which did not 
call for further improvements to the 
company’s resources. These he _ re- 
tained, saying that he was not a mere 
“dummy ”’ but a skillful contractor, en- 
titled to a profit in the stock trans- 
action. Brady and Wood have found 
that there was no-written contract with 
Kelly which might prove him a ‘‘ dum- 
my,’ and, therefore, mg # applied for 
an injunction restraining him from dis- 
Posing of the securities. In his affi- 
davit Kelly says: j 

“The statement that I was employed 
merely as a stenographer in the office 
of Young & Warner is incorrect. It is 
true that I am a stenographer, but so 
was Daniel Lamont, George B. Cor- 
telyou, William Loeb, Jr., and many 
others. I occupied a position of trust 
and importance, and was manager and 
virtually in charge of their affairs for 
a long time. I was Director and an 
official in at least seven different cor- 
— controlled by the firm of 

oung & Warner. 

“If the contract by which $2,100,000 
of stock was taken out of the treasury 
to perform a little over a million dol- 
lars’ worth of work was not against 
the law, good morals, conscience and 
statutes of the State of Ohio, 4nd was 
not in fraud of the innocent stockhold- 
ers of the corporation, why was not 
the contract directly with Brady and 
Young? 

‘* Evidently, and it is painfully ap- 
parent to me, that the making of this 
contract was a scheme and conspiracy 
on the part of the Directors and Young 
and Brady to shoulder me with a re- 
sponsibility, both criminal and _ civil, 
without my _ knowledge, should _ the 
scheme ever be discovered, and _ the 
contract be prevented by action at law 
by the stockholders, while the con- 
spirators indulged in the secret reser- 
vation that if it .should go through, 
and should my skill and honesty pro- 
duce a profit, the time would then be 
appropriate for them to come forward 
and take from me the hard-earfied and 
way reward of my integrity and 
abor.’’ 


ROCKEFELLER PLAN VAGUE. 


Idea of Federal Charter for Big 
Foundation Not Abandoned. 


When asked last night whether the in- 


troduction of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion bill in the New York Senate on 
Monday indicated that the idea of ob- 
taining a Federal charter for the $100,- 
000,000 Foundation had been abandoned, 
Jerome D. Greene, representing. the in- 
corporators,-said in the Harvard Club: 
“No such Interpretation is to be placed 





on the introduction of the Rockefeller |. 


Foundation bill in the State Senate. We 
certainly shall not attempt to obtain a’ 
Federal charter in the present extra ses- 
sion of Congress. We made no prepara- 
tion for introducing a bill into Congress 
in this session, because we were led to 
think that conditions were and would be 
unfavorable for general legislation, as 
there probably would be nothing but 
public lawmaking in the extra session. 
“Whether we shall try to obtain a 
Federal charter in the regular session 
of Congress I cannot say at this time. 
But the State charter and the Federal 
charter would not ‘be mutually ex- 
clusive, and the bill introduced into 
the New York Senate, therefore, does 
not indicate that we have given up the 
idea of obtaining a Federal charter.’’

WASHINGTON, April 15. — Senator 
Luke Lea of Tennessee, who offered an 
amendment in the United States Senate 
on March 1 last with the view of 
smoothing the path for the adoption of 
Representative Peters’s bill for Federal 
incorporation of the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation, said to-night it was his under- 
standing that if the bill failed of pas- 
sage in the Sixty-second Congress, the 
attempt to obtain a charter from Con- 
gress would be abandoned. He added 
he was told last Winter by Jerome D. 
Greene of New York, then in Washing- 
ton representing the incorporators, that 
if the Peters bill were not passed by 
March 4, the incorporators would aban- 
don the attempt to get a Federal char- 
ter, and would seek to obtain one from 
a State.

ALBANY, April 15.—The Rockefeller 
Foundation, the incorporation of which 
is provided for in Senator Foley’s bill, 
passed by the Senate last night, is 
formed, according to reports received 
here, for the purpose of consolidating 
the efforts of the Rockefeller Institute 
of Research, the head of which is Dr. 
Simon Flexner; the Rockefeller Insti- 
tution for the Treatment of Tubercu- 
losis, and the Social Science organiza- 
tion, which seeks to solve the white 
slave problem. That was the explana- 
tion made to Senator Foley by the pro- 
moters of that measure, 

Asked to-night if the incorporation in 
this State meant: abandonment of the 
idea of obtaining a charter from Con- 
gress, Senator Foley said he had no 
information, but assumed the Founda- 
tion would be able to carry out its 
lans with a State cnarter. The Foley 
Bill states the object of the proposed 
State charter is the relief of mankind 
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‘on the Validity of His Will.

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War Department Asks How 
Long Our Army Must Keep 
“Open House.” 


FEDERALS LEAVE EMPALME 


Rebel Leader Says Carranza Prob- 
ably Will Be Next President—~ 
Predicts Capital’s Early Fall. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—The War 
Department asked the State Depart- 
ment to-day to decide how long the 
United States should continue to keep 
*“‘open house’”’ on the Arizona-Mexican 
border for the entertainment of Mexi- 
can Federal refugees who have come 
into the United States to escape capture 
by the rebel army. As a result it is 
probable the State Department will give 
instructions to release the several hun- 
dred Mexicans now interned on the. 
border and being fed from the stores of 
the United States Army maintaining tae 
border patrol. 

Many of those refugees have been 
cared for7in Nogales,' Arizona, ever since 
their flight from ‘Nogales, Mexico, a 
few weeks ago. When the number of 
alien boarders was increased by about 
300 through the recent flight of Gen. 
Pedro Ojeda’s forces from. Naco, Mexico, 
into Naco, Arizona, the commander of 
the American forces in Naco decided to 
ask for instructions as to how long the 
refugees should be fed from the Govern- 
ment larder. 


MEXICO CITY, April 15.—A measure 
putting a tax of 10 per cent. on ex- 
ports of gold from Mexico received final 
approval to-day from the Cnamber of 
Deputies and was sent to the Senate for 
consideration. 


GAUYMAS, Sonora, Mexico, April 15.— 
Although evacuating Empalme, which 
was occupied immediately by State 
troops, the 600 Federals here late to- 
day fortified a strong F pape vaso in_a 
suburb of Guaymas. The destroyer Paul 
Jones arrived in Guaymas Bay from 
San Diego, Cal., with meninigitis serum 
for the cruiser California’s crew.

NACO, Arizona, April 15.—‘‘ Within 
sixty days the Constitutionalistas will 
take Mexico City,’’ Gen. Alvaro Obre- 
gon, Commander in Chief of the Sonora 
insurgent troops, said to-day. ‘‘If the 
Federals do not leave Guaymas we will 
be joined by 3,000 troops from Sinaloa 
State and 2,000 from Tepic Territory 
under command of Col. Martinez Pin- 
ozo, 4,000 under Gen. Zapata from Mo- 
relos, and 15,000 from Coanuila under 
Gov. Carranza. 

*“‘ With that force and. with Carranza 
as our commander, we will march tri- 
umphantly into the national capital. 
Gov. Carranza doubtless will be the next 
President.”’ 

The State troops opposite this point, 
numbering almost 2,000, are recuperat- 
ing from the Naco campaign before de- 
Parting toward Guaymas. 


SURGERY HELPS EPILEPTIC. 


St. Louis Boy Apparently Cured by 
an Operation on His Skull. 


Special to The New York Timea, 

ST. LOUIS, April 15.—Alfred Jones, 16 
years old, is no longer ‘‘ the boy with a 
twisted brain.’’ After noted» specialists 
had tried in vain to restore his mentality 
a skillful surgical operation has relieved 
the pressure of the skull on the memory 
centres of his brain, and after years of 
intellectual darkness he is said to be be- 
ginning to see the light. 

Alfred was born on Christmas eee 
1896, seven months after the St. Lou 
tornado. His mother lived in the storm 
belt and received a severe nervous shock 
as a result of her experience, though she 
was not physically injured. 

The operation was performed by Dr. 
Francis William Kirsch at the Christian 
Hospital two weeks ago. In performing 
the operation Dr. Kirsch removed a sec- 
tion of the skull three inches in diam- 
eter. He found that it had been pressing 
upon the memory centre of the brain. He 
loosened the adhesions to the skull, un- 
twisted the nerves, and put them back 
into their normal positions, 

Until the operation was performed Al- 
fred had been subject to daily attacks of 
epilepsy. At times there had been as 
many as fourteen of these in one day.

PULLED FROM CAR BY WIRE. 


Mail Clerk Dragged by Passing 
Train and Painfully Injured. 


MINEOLA, L. I, April 15.—John 
Dunning, clerk in the United States 
mail car that runs to Greenport, stood 
at the open door of the car this morn- 
ing, waiting to swing out«the lever 
that would catch the mail pouch hung 
on the arm at Floral Park. For this 
manoeuyre there would be no need to 
halt the train, and usually the Green- 
port mail whizzes through Floral Fark 
at high speed. But this morning a 
freight train was in the way and the 
mail train had to stand at the switch 
while the motorman of the freight tuok 
it on to a siding. 

The freight was rumbling past as 
Dunning stood at the door of his own 
car, when a twisting length of wire 
that was trailing from one of the 
freight cars snapped into the open mail 
car, wound itself around Dunning’s left 
leg drew taut as the freight. sed 
by, and yanked him to the ground.”

Sulzer has 
decided that laborers for the State 
should not be paid less than §2 a day. 
‘It seems t6 me that your department 
would get better results for the generai 
welfare and be doing simple justice to 
its laborers, if 25 cents an hour were 
paid for work on the canals,’ the Goy- 
ernor wrote to Duncan W. Peck, State 
Superintendent of Public Works, who 
had been paying canal laborers $1.76 a 
day of eight hours.” The Governor was 
told that contractors engaged on canal 
work were paying laborers 25 cents an 


hour.

FOR SUBMISSION ELECTION. 


Senate by Party Vote Passes Bill to 
Settle Constitutional Convention.

ALBANY, April 15.—Senator McClel- 
land’s bill providing for a special elec- 
tion on June 3 for the submission to the 
voters of the question ‘‘ Shall there be a 
convention to revise the State Constitu- 
tion in April, 1914, and for the election of 
delegates to the convention at the regu- 
lar November election this year, was 
passed by the Senate to-day, 30 to 17, a 
party vote. 

Senator Brown, the Republican leader, 
and -Senator Salant, Progressive, at- 
tacked the measure as a political move 
by Tammany with a view of confusing 
the issues in the New York City election. 

Senator Wagner asserted that the bill 
would meet the pledges of party plat- 
forms, especially that of the Progres- 
sives, calling for a constitutional conven- 
tion at the earliest possible date. 

Senator Salant said the question could 
be decided at another time. He told the 
Tammany envee that the pas- 
sage of the bill would not prevent fusion 
in New York City next Fall. 


MUST MARK ALL SKIM MILK. 


No Exemption Because It Is Not to 
be Consumed in This State.

ALBANY, April 15.—The Court of Ap- 
peals to-day upheld the constitutionalty 


of the law which prescribes a penalty 
for shipping skim milk from this State 
into another State unless it is plainly 
marked, and in doing so upheld the re- 
covery by the State of $16,800 penalties 
against Natdan Abramson and another, 
in business at 1,365 Fifth Avenue, New 
York City, under the name of th 

Shavertown Creamery Company. ‘ 

Abramson said he was exempt utider 
the inter-State commerce law, saying 
that his product was not for sale in 
this State, that it was shippeq from 
Delaware County for sale in New Jer- 
sey, where he conformed with the law. 
Judge Gray, in writing the opinion of 
the court, held that by reason of the 
failure of the shipper and handler of 
the milk to indicate by labels that the 
cans contained skim milk they violated 
the law of New York State, despite the 
fact that the milk was not intendeq for 











consumption here.

New Haven Road’s Head and 
Vice Président McHenry Are 
Served with Warrants. 
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MANSLAUGHTER THE CHARGE 


Those Officlals and Four Others 
Accused of Negligence Resulting 
In Fatal Train Wreck. |

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., April 1.— 
Charles 8. Mellen and BH. H. McHenry, 
President and Vice President of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, were arrested to-day on 
bench warrants issued by Judge Gar- 
diner Greene of the Superior Court at 
the request of Stiles Judson, State’s 
Attorney, of Fairfield County. Dever 
H, Warner of this city, a Director of 
the railroad, qualified as bondsman 
for the two officjats in $5,000 each. 
The indictment against the new de- 
fendants is similar to the information 
filed against Vice President Henry J. 
Horn, Superintendent’ B. R.- Pollock, 
Superintendent C. N. Woodward and 
L. J. Carmalt, Superintendent of Main- 
tenance, in which the four latter men 
are charged with manslaughter 
that their alleged negligence was the 
cause of the train wreck in Westport 
on Oct. 3 last. 

The hearing befote Judge Greene 
had sensational moments. Homer 8S. 
Cummings of Stamford, who repre- 
sented the railroad men, contested the 
attempt by the State’s Attorney to 
have the court issue bench warrants. 
He'said the action of the State’s Attor- 
ney was in keeping with an implied 
threat, and that the court should issue 
Lo ag warrants only in.cases of urgent 
need. f 

Mr. Judson at:times was bitter in 

his denunciation of the tactics of coun- 
sel to the railroad. The basis of the 
remark about the implied threat, he 
explained, was a private talk he had 
over the telephone with Vice President 
E. G. Buckland. : 
Mr. Cummings attempted to read to 
the court an affidavit by Vice Presidefit 
Buckland relating to the message re- 
ceived from the State’s Attorney. Mr. 
Judson objected because he did not have 
the power of cross-examination. ‘The 
Judge asked Mr. Se ig to explain 
the purpose of the affidavit. Mr. Cum- 
mings said it was that on last Tuesday 
evening the State’s Attorney sent word 
to Mr. Mellen through Vice President 
Buckland’s dg pn gio that if the four 
officials first indicted were ordered tried 
separately the cases in court would be 
ended and that new writs of information 
would be filed against Mr. Mellen and 
Vice President McHenry. 

Mr. Judson jumped to his feet. pro- 
testing that the communication was conr 
fidential. 

“This man,” he said, ‘was not then 
representing Mr. Mellen, and he falsely 
used information that came to him in 
a confidential manner. Never in my 
thirty years’ practice have I had such 
a breach of trust brought to my atten- 
tion. Mr. Buckland said he would ac- 
cept the message as confidential. Am 
I to be so harshly treated?" 

Mr. Judson explained that the subject 
had been talked over in confidence with 
the Judge and counsel to the defense.

New Jersey Country Club Has Nine- 
» Hole Course Lighted by Gas. 
Following the recent successful at- 

tempts to play the game of tennis on in- 

door and outdoor illuminated .courts, a 

new epoch has been established in. the 

playing of the constantly growing game 
of golf. Thomas J. Little, a member of 
the board of the Woodbury Country 

Club of ‘Woodbury, N.'J., met with 

much success in a novel riment on 

the grounds of the New Jersey club, 
where he has taken personal charge of 

a lighting system’ for the playing of 

golf. ‘There has recently been installed 

a gas-illuminated nine-hole golf-putting 

course, said to be thy rinest. of its kind 

in the country, A tournament has been 
arranged, the first game of which is to 
be played this week. 

Everybody. is interested in the installa- 
tion and eager to play on the new 
course. They maintain, that they may 
now play golf without the discomforts 
of heat, eye strain, and sunburn, and 
the Recessity of leaving business early, 
and that they have retaihed the pleas- 
ures of the game because, as a matter 
of fact, the interesting part is played on 
the green anyhow. ; 

Several players may occupy the course 
at the same time, allowing for one set 
of players between each two holes, 
There has been laid out a plot of 
ground 40 by. 80 feet, with nine holes, 
providing a course of 245\ feet. Sus- 
pendesn from iron poles are four gas 

mps of five inverted manties each.4 

The golf holes are lined with aluminium 
cups, and are so placed that none of 
them is over ten feet from any of: the 
lights. The posts are of wrought iron 
set in concrete, and the lamps are 
weather-proof. 

The.cost of operation is nominal, aver- 
aging only 8 cents Re hour for all the 
lamps. *The soft brillilancy of their sys- 
tem of gas lighting seems to be ideal for 
the purpose, steady, and producing well- 
defined details. The night competition 
at the Woodbury Club is not entirely 
new or an experiment, as it has already 
attracted much attention with its gas- 
lighted tennis courts. The tennis courts 
are illuminated by the same system, and 


it has ‘proved’ to be ideal for the pur- 
uose,

Cleverness - of Chicago Boxer 
Makes Him an Easy Victor 
Over Bostonian. =

‘Jack Britten of Chicago outpointéd 
Matty Baldwin of Boston, Willie Beech- 
er of the east side gained the honors 
over. One-Round Hogan of California, 
and Gebrge Knockout Brown of Chi- 
cago outslugged.

Britton’s’ cleverness and speed had 
Baldwin bewildered in the early rounds, 
and when the half-way mark was 
reached Baldwin had the appearance 
of a badly defeated boxer. Britton had 
opened an old cut on his lower lip in 
the opening round, and as the bout 
continued the blood flowed from the 
wound more freely. Hach punch that 
Jack laid against ,the Bostonian’s face 
carried a_ ret mali of blood with it, 
and Baldwin went to his corner each 
round with his face smeared. During 
the last half of the battle the blood 
ceased to flow, and Baldwin cut out 
the boxing tactics which he had_ fol- 
lowed to his own disadvantage in the 
earlier sessions. As a result the con- 
test became far more interesting in the 
closing chapters, but even when Bald- 
win was going at his best Britton held

A PATRIOTIC STRIKE. 
- A novelty in strikes was the refusal 
of mechanics to dismantle the mill of 
the Harvester corporation. at Auburn, 
‘because it would take work from the 
town. The strike of the company’s 
employés was for more pay and less 
work, but no work was not what was 
‘wanted. The corporation gave fair 
notice of its intentions and has waited 
since March for its employés to take 
up;their jobs, but they jeered at what 
they thought was bluff. The ma- 
chines are now on their way abroad 
for operation by Germans, despite the 
patriotic strike to keep the mill in 
Auburn, 

The incident is cautionary regarding 
the possibility of such \an adjustment 
‘of labor disputes, and as indicating 
just where the power of the labor 
unions ceases. They~-are all powerful 
as to how long they will work and 
as to what wages they will accept; 
but they cannot enforce their decisions 
if the result is‘loss to capital. It is 
true that capital cannot force labor 
to work. It is just as true that labor 
cannot force capital to work. Neither 
will work and both ‘will strike, accord- 
ing to their ‘own. views respecting 
either working or striking. Neither 
statute law nor trades union law can 
alter this. There is a point beyond 
which neither can force the other. It 
is well for each to ,hold the other in 
respect and to demean themselves in 
2 manner worthy of respect.

THE CORPORATION TAX AS A 
MEASURE OF PROSPERITY. 

It will be interesting to compare the 
corporation tax returns which were 
published yesterday with the personal 
income tax’ returns when they are 
made. Then we shall have an oppor- 
tunity to judge whether the corpo- 
rate or the individual taxpayers are 
the more conscientious. At present we 
can only compare the corporation re- 
turns with themselves, and there is in- 
dubitable proof that the corporations 
have not undervalued their incomes 
for the purpose of reducing their tax 
payments. 

The proof is that they have declared 
themselves liable to a tax payment of 
over $32,000,000, an increase of 
$2,500,000, or 8 per cent., over 1911. 
The tax is 1 per cent., the net earn- 
ings were $3,213,707,247. The capital 
for the same period cannot be stated, 
put the figures of shares for 1911 were 
$60,067,138,925, and of bonds $32,163, - 
537,961. Inasmuch as interest must 
have been paid before there were any 
net edrnings, and sinces wages never 
were higher, it follows that the profits 
of this $92,000,000,000 of capital 
represent a widespread distribution 
of prosperity. Net earnings of about 
6 per cent. ,do not indicate extortion 
from the community, and the idea of 
any exclusive license to prey upon 
the helpless is further negatived by 
the fact that the earnings do not show 
an unbroken increase. As matter of 
fact, the corporate earnings of 1911 
were below those of 1910, and the 
present returns are above those of 
1910, the record year. This fact in- 
dicates the closeness with which the 
figures for corporate capital follow, 
up and down, the general fortunes of 
the entire community. 

Nor is ‘this invalidated by the fur- 
ther fact that. the figures given here 
are for the large concerns. Corpora- 
tions whose net earnings are less than 
$5,000 are exempt from the corpora- 
‘tion tax, but there is no reason to 
suppose that their experience was less 
fortunate than others. . Corporations 
of this size are not in the same class: 
with the larger concerns. They are 
too small to be competitors worthy 
of combat and unfair competition. 
Neither is it likely that there was 
marked difference between the pros- 
perity of partnerships and the corpo- 
rations. ‘It is sure that there was 
none which partnerships were not able 
to. share if they chose to incorporate, 
and that many did incorporate. 

The corporations are in very truth 
bone of our bone and. flesh. of our 
flesh. ‘Torturers of the corporations 
are self-torturers, and this is true 
even though they own no Share of 
‘corporation stock. It is not possible 
for any man to escape the result 
of the distributions made by corpora- 
tions in wages and in interest and 
dividends on the securities held by 
savings ‘banks, insurance companies, 
and fiduciary institutions of every 
sort. The prospect cannot be im- 
proved, but it may be marred—a cau-, 
tion to the meddlers and the :muddlers 
who are taking credit for all that hap- 
pens which is good, but who lay the 
blame for all the ill-upon others. .

WHAT HAPPENED TO MARTIN? 

The disappearance in London with- 
in a fortnight of JosePpH W. Martin, 
an American business man, is involved 
in the kind of mystery of which the 
people have lately been getting their 
fill from the popular detective tales 
and the,so-called “ crook” plays. The 
strong probability is still that Mr. 
MARTIN was assaulted by footpads, 
robbed, and killed. The alleged finding 
of a letter case carried by him, which 
still contained his ticket for his home- 
ward ocean passage, and the opera hat 
he wore when he was last seen, would 
be ordinarily accepted as reasonable 
proof: of this. But minds that have 
been fed on criminal fiction are alert 
to discover clues to a less common- 
place crime or series of crimes. The 
London police are skeptical, too, 
though the time-honored plan of po- 
licemen is to follow up the clues to a 
crime along the~line of least resist- 
ance. 








Nobody can guess what MARTIN 
might have been doing in the slums of 
Lambeth. If there was a “ woman in 
the case,” she could scarcely have 
dwelt in that grimy and squalid part 
of London. MartTtn’s body has not 
been found, and doubts are freely ex- 
pressed as to the evidence of the two 
men who last saw him, Messrs. AN- 
DERSON and Prior, though no reason 
for the doubts has’ been given. Scot- 
land Yard detectives, private detect- 
ives, and newspaper reporters are 
“hot on the trail,” but the trail is elu- 
sive, begins nowhere, and has thus 
far led to nothing. It has been said 
that MaRTIN was a man of wealth, and 
that he carried a large sum of money 
in Bank of England notes; but there 
is no proof of this beyond the saying. 
Not very much seems to be known 
about MaRkTIn or his business so far 
away from his home in Memphis, 
Tenn. We cannot give credit to the 
theory that he is hiding on a wager 
that the detectives will fail to find a 
much-advertised missing man in Lon- 
don. The idea that some sensational 
newspaper has engaged MaRTIiN to in- 
crease its circulation seems prepos- 
terous. One might as well assume 
that the “moving picture” men had 
something to do with the case. 

The most plausible inference is that 
MakTIN has been murdered for his 
money, but the evidence is all so 
vague, the circumstances are so odd, 
and the hold of smart criminal fiction 
on the public mind is so strong that 
nobody would be surprised if he 
should turn up in New York before 
the week is out with a “ good story” 
‘or the papers.

one word as harsh as the foiled swindler 
deserved. 

Just what our correspondent meant by 
‘‘ selfishness ’’’ we do not know, but 
probably he referred to the composition 
of the party that made the last rush for 
the pole. In that Peary carried out a 
carefully devised plan, announced long 
before, and he frankly explained that he 
thought he had earned the right to say 
that of white men he alone had stood at 
the point so hard to gain. His. glory 
would have been the same had hfs whole 
ships gompany stood there with him, 
but he did not think so, and that set- 
tled it. 

He did discover the pdle—he succeeded 
where all others had failed and many 
had died.

SELF-RELIANT IMMIGRANTS. 


Hungarlans Will Bulld a Hospital 
In This City. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The Hungarians in New York City 
started a noble movement a year ago. 
They intend to build a hospital of their 
own in the City of New York at a cost 
of $250,000. There are almost 150,000 
Hungarians living in thig city, and al- 
most 2,000,000 in the United States. 
Most.of them, although desirable, law- 
abiding citizens, .have not’ perfected 
themselves in the English language, 
and in case they become ill, or disabled, 
they have to be sent to American hospi- 
tals. These hospitals, however, cannot 
treat them intelligently on account of 
their inability to express themselves in 
a way to be understood by physicians 
and nurses. The American hospitais, 
therefore, take great chances in treat- 
ing these foreigners, and many profes- 
sional errors, which seem to be unavgQid- 
able, are the result. We cannot blame 
the American hospitals for not being 
able to take care properly of these immi- 
grants. Although New York is a cosmo- 
politan city it cannot be expected of the 
authorities to make the treatment of for- 
eigners a specialty. The hospitals in 
New York have great difficulties in 
keeping within the limits of their 
budgets, and most of them have con- 
siderable deficits. Statistical data at 
our disposal prove that not long ago 
twenty of the principal-hospitals in New 
York showed an annual aggregate deficit 
of $450,000. In most of the cases the 
free treatment of aliens caused the 
deficit. It was also stated that one in 
every. 250° Hungarian immigrants ar- 
rives in bad health in this port needing 
immediate medical attention. These 
Hungarians have td be taken to some 
American hospital, where they cannot 
even explain what the nature of their 
ailment is, andthe physicians and 
nurses are unable to treat them success- 
fully. Many perish thus, and we can- 
not blame any one for the circum- 
stances. 

The Hungarian Hospital Association, 
243 East sina -second Street, has taken 
the initiative in building a hospital. ‘ihe 
association, after one year of exist- 
ence, has nearly, 1,200 members, and dis- 
poses of considerable funds already, I 
wish to address these few lines through 
the generosity of THm New YorkK TIMES 
to those Hungarians, who through their 
assimilation are . isolated, from Hun- 
garian. affairs, and do not: know what 
the efforts of their countrymen are. 
W@oreover, I intend to show that the 
much abused Papper yb ob are public- 
spirited eno a to start movements 
where the public good in general is con-

As / Mr. Guy ‘Lowell, the architect;

pressing matters, allow me to protest— 
not in his name, but in the name: of 
good taste in general—against a strange 
obsession of mind which has led THE 
Timus, in the news and editorial col- 
umns, to compare the néw Court House 
with the Coliseum. Nothing could be 
further from the mdrk. The .merest 
glance at a picture of the Coliseum suf- 
fices to show that its main feature 
was the arcade with engaged columns, 
repeated in stories—the stereotyped 
Roman design for a theatre, an am- 
phitheatre, a circus, a _ baSilica, &c. 
Turning now to the proposed Court 
House, we find that not a single feat- 
ure of that familiar system is repre- 
sented in any part of the exterior, 
There remains then nothing but the 
Sweeping -curves, combined with. the 
great height of the walls, to suggest 
even remotely the Coliseum, which 
your news story rashly informs us was 
circular, and the only extant round 
building of ancient date in Rome. Of 
course, it may be replied that in the 
Plan of a building of colossal size the 
difference between ellipse and circle 
ceases to be of vast importance; but 


when you invite us to forget the 
Pantheon,. the “ Vesta’? temple, the 
Castle of Sant’ Angelo, not to mention 
minor, or -more ruinous, examples of 
ancient circular structures still exist- 
ing in Rome. | 
The ultimate type, which Mr. Lowell 
has had in mind, is obviously. not an 
amphitheatre, but a mausoleum, such 
as that of Hadrian (Castle of Sant’ An- 
gelo). Yet the Rome in which he has 
found the chief sources of his inspira- 
tion was not the ancient city at all, 
but the Rome of Bramante and of 
Julius II. Not only will the new 
Court House give no slightest sug- 
gestion of the Coliseum of the Flav- 
ian Emperors; it will in no sense re- 
produce anything of the Rome of Had- 
rian, nor yet copy any building of the 
High Renaissance, which gave new life 
to all the ancient motives. We shall 
have a brilliant example of the’ fusion 
of sixteenth century ideals with those 
of our own day. And it is just because 
we, even on this side of the Atlantic, 
are still the children of the Renais- 
sance that this great structure will 
be, absolutely in place among us, while 
a reproduction of any ancient monu- 
ment would be an absurdity outside the 
walls of a museum.

Roosevelt says: ‘It is a disgrace to 
America that we should permit, the sale 
of the aigrettes.” When some aigrette 
company tried to establish itself in 
New Jersey, President Wilson, who was 
.then Governor of that State, killed the 
bill: that would have allowed this in- 
decent traffic and expressed himself in 
these words: ‘I think New Jersey can 
get along without blood *money.”” The 
aigrette is torn from the live mother 
bird in the nesting season and. the 
little ones are left to starve. One of 
the plume hunters of a Southern coun- 
try writes: ‘ 

The natives of the country do virtually 
all of the hunting for feathers. I have 
seen them frequently pull the plumes from 
- the wounded birds; leaving ‘the crippled 
tirds to die of starvation, unable to re- 
spond to the cries of their. young in the 
nests above which were calling for foods I 
have known these people to.tie and prop 
up wounded egrets, on the marsh, where 
they would attract the gttention of other 
birds flying by. These decoys are kept in 
this position until they die of their wounds 
or from the attacks of insects. I haye seen 
the terrible red ants of that cowmntry actual- 
ly eating out the eyes of these wounded, 
helpless birds, tied up by the plume hunters 
within sound of the call of their young. 1 
could write you many pages of ‘the horrors 
practiced in gathering aigrette feathers in 
Venezuela by. the: natives for the millinery 
trade of Paris and New York. 

Intelligent, kind-hearted women wear 
these aigrettés, birds of paradise, and 
other hat adornments because they are 
ignorant as to the manner in which these 
things are obtained. No self-respecting 
woman (and, above all, no mother,) with 
anything resembling a heart will consent 
to wear aigrettes or certain furs once she 
has learned of the unspeakable horrors 
that attend their. procuring. Ostrich 
feathers are humanely obtained and may 
be worn with a clear conscience. 

There is need for immediate action on 
the part of those interested in striving to 


‘ ut an end to this nefarious aigrette traf- 


fic in ‘the United States. Congress has 
convened in special session for the pur- 
pose of passing the revised Tariff act. 
The officers of the Audubon Societies 
support the provision prohibiting the im- 
portation of aigrettes, and they urge 
that a wide campaign of publicity be im- 
mediately inaugurated. 
American women can help this move- 
ment by notifying milliners that they will 
withdraw their patronage from any milli- 
nery establishment that permits the sale 
of aigrettes or other plumes barbarously 
obtained. Women entering a strange 
millinery establishment can be of the 
greatest service, if, before making any 
purchases, they will inquire whether or 
not aigrettes are sold by the establish- 
ment. 
There will undoubtedly be strong oppo- 
sition to the proposed law—opposition on 
the part of merchant milliners who en- 
courage the aigrette atrocities as a source 
of revenue. The matter is in the hands 
of the American women.

BISHOP DERRICK DIES. 


Able Orator of African M. E. Church 
Passes Away in Flushing. 


The Rev. William B. Derrick, Bishop 
of the West Indies, South America, and 
the Islands of the Sea for the A. M. is. 
Zion Church, died yesterday morning 
at his home) Bishop’s Court, 26 State 
Street, Flushing,’ L. I. 

Bishop Derrick was born in July, 1843, 
in Antigua, West Indies. His father was 
a Scotchman and his mother a West 
Indian. He went to London in 1861, 
but when the civil war broke out en- 
listed in the United States Navy. and 
took part in several engagements, in- 
cluding that of the Monitor and Merri- 
mac in 1862. After the war Bishop Der- 
rick became known prominently as a 
Republican political leader among the 
colored voters and during Harrison's 
campaign he spoke with James B. 
Blaine and Senator Foraker at the mass 
meeting held at the Polo Grounds in 
this city. 

In the ministry Bishop Derrick was 
known as a forceful preacher. At the 
time of his elevation to the Bishopric 
in 1896 he was Secretary of the Home 
and Foreign Missionary Society. of his 
church.

While ‘those ahaa’ attention wai 
centred upon thé investment situation, 
as distinguished from the- position . pf 
day-to-day trading in stocks, were 
looking yesterday for information rer 
garding ‘the response which was being 
made to current offerings of securities, 
and more particularly of the St. Paul 
bond issue, trading operations on an 
enlarged scale were carrying prices 
downward in the stock market, yester- 
day. ‘Phere seemed to be unusual 
unanimity in characterizing the day’s 
selling as professional, and many be- 
Heved that the’ operations which were 
"| resulting in lower prices were at the 
Same time enlarging the short interest 
and thus Strengthening the technical 
Stock Exchange position.. ‘Such infer- 
ences are often untrustworthy, and it 
‘was not altogether clear that short sell- 
ing played as large a part as was at- 
tributed to it in yesterday’s decline. 
At the same time it has seemed for a 
long time that if outside buying was 
fin very limited volume, so, too, -has 
been the selling other than that which 
has’ representéd trading operations 
rather ‘than actual liquidation. Doubt- 
less there das been considerable realiz- 
ing on stocks which of late have been 
conspicuous by reason: of the severity 
of their-declines. _ Most instances of 
the kind have been supplied by the so- 
called new industrials. Losses in some 
of these have been very heavy, and 
it is natural that steadily receding 
markets for some of these shares 
should have a depressing effect upon 
the list as a whole. In order, -howe¥er, 
not to exaggerate the importance of 
this movement as an indication of the 
general business situation count may 
profitably be taken of the fact that in 
some of these issues at least, the de- 
clines have not found a counterpart in 
the affairs of the companies them- 
selves. It has seemed rather that 
hopes at the outset were placed en- 
tirely too high_and not- by the market 
alone, but by those responsible for the 
position which these stocks obtained in 
the market. This does not alter in any 
way ‘the seriousness of the case for 
those directly. concerned, but recogni- 
tion of this phase of the matter may 
prevent exaggerated importance being 
given to a severe contraction in quo- 
tations for some of the newer con- 
cerns. The hope 1s being expressed in 
the financial district that the Stock 
Exchange will pursue the investiga- 
tion which it now has under way into 
some phases of the promotion of one 
ofthese stocks, with sufficient energy 
to clear up fully the points at issue.

ity hand and foot, and make it possible 
for the Central to realize its ambition to 
absorb the: Harlem, :

WHEAT. 
There were several violent changes in the 
wheat market yesterday which kept traders 
guessing and were not easily explained, 
especially the sharp advance which occurred 
soon after the opening. This upturn carried 
prices % to %c over the previdus night, and 
was the more surprising from the fact that 
it apparently ignored continued splendid 
weather and crop prospects in the Southwest 
and perfect seeding conditions in the Spring 
wheat States. To close market observers it 
seemed to be mode a matter of shorts than 
of any change in the news, and this view 
was strengthened in the late afternoon by a 
complete collapse of the advance which left 
final prices from % to 15c under the previous 
close. This break was more in line with the 
news and was more rapid than the previous 
upturn, inducing not only liquidation by 
early buyers, but renewed aggressive selling 
for short account. One especially discourag- 
ing feature from .a bull standpoint was the 
almost complete withdrawal of exporters 
from the market, probably on the ‘idea that 
under existing crop conditions requirements 
of American wheat could be obtained more 
cheaply by holding off for a time. With the 
break there was also a renewal of bear crop 
news, including Snow’s report, in which he 
said that in Nebraska, Kansas, Oklahoma 
and Southern Illinois he had not seen such 
perfect conditions in ‘twenty years. The 
weekly Government weather report was also 
very favorable. The foreign market news 
was generally bearish with the exception of 
an unfavorable German report on Winter 
wheat conditions. According to  Brad- 
street’s, there was a decrease in world’s 
stocks of 1,234,000 bushels, compared with 
1,090,000 last year. Northwest dispatches re- 
ported a fair cash demand at Minneapolis, 
and said boats have commenced to move at 
Duluth. The cash market here was easy on 
the basis of $1.12%, nominal, for No. 2 red, 
elevator, and $1.14, f.

COTTON. 
Old-crop liquidation gave the cotton mar- 
ket quite an unsettled appearance yester- 


day morning, and May sold at a discount 
under July for the first time since it com- 
manded a premium of 15 points early in the 
month. Covering checked the decline during 
the afternoon, however, and prices later 
rallied, with the close very steady and last 
prices 2 to 10 points net higher. Reports of 
steady Southern spot markets, rather_an un- 
favorable weekly report from the Weather 
Bureau, and the reports that an armistice 
had been arranged between Turkey ani Bul- 
garia probably contributed to the late ad- 
vance, which carried prices up about 10 
points from the early low level. New crop 
positions were relatively steady during the 
entire day, owing partly to purchases by 
people who were selling old crop months, 
possibly in the way of undoing old straddles. 

The. market opened steady at unchanged 
prices to an advance’ of 2 points in response 
to fairly steady cables, and covering which 
may have been partly inspired by private 
predictions that a low barometer noted in the 
western part of the country would move 
eastward, bringing unsettled weather or rains 
to the belt within the next day or two. The 
official forecast, however, was for generally 
good weather, and following its publication 
the market eased off under selling which 
seemed to be for both accounts. At a net 
loss of from 4 to 7 points on the old crop, 
the ‘Jecline was checked by covering, which 
became rather more active following the 
weekly weather report, which was published 
yesterday for the first time this season, and 
which showed unseasonably low temperatures 
in the belt. Closing prices were at practical- 
ly the best point of the day. 

With as much cotton remaining in the 
South to be distributed as there was last 
year, and with the domestic trade situation 
unsettled by tariff uncertainties, quite a 
bearish feeling has gained ground as to the 
situation ‘uring the end season, and the 
adequacy of old crop supplies. The selling 
here is at prices much under a normal par- 
ity with both Liverpool and the South, and, 
in spite of bearish sentiment, there are not 
a few who feel that the local stock is not 
large enough to maintain such a disparity as 
contracts approach maturity. A break in 
the Southern spot markets is not outside the 
run of possibility, however, and there were 
many predictions yesterday that May might 
go to a carrying charge under July before 
the speculative situation was thoroughly ad- 
justed. Southern spot markets yesterday 
were unchanged to 1-16c higher.

EDUCATION NOTES. 


A written examination of men and women 
applicants for license to teach civil service 
classes in evening elementary schools for the 
season 1913-14 will be held at 9 A. M. on 
May 15, in the Board of Education Hall. The 
ico of the examination will be as follows: 

Civil government of the United States and 
of the State and City of New York. 

The laws and regulations of the municipal, 
State, and National civil service boards. 

Methods of preparation for civil service ex- 
aminations. 

An oral examination designed to test the 
applicant's personal and general fitness for 
the positicn will be given later at the call 
of the Board of Examiners. 

In the written and oral examinations the 
applicant must show the ability to use the 
English language correctly. To be eligible 
to enter the examination an applicant must 
be at least 18 years of age, and must have 
one of the following qualifications: 

Graduation from a college, or eligibility 
for License No. 1. 

Each applicant in applying must agree to 
serve, if appointed, for the entire season, or 
for such part thereof as his services may be 
required, unless prevented by illness or other 
serious disability. Each applicant, at the 
time of the written examination, must pre- 
sent complete original evidence of his pos- 
session of the qualifications as stated above.’

$250,000 FOR PRINCETON. 


Bequest of W. B. Reed, Jr., Raises 
Month’s Gifts to $3,500,000. 
Special to The New York Times. 

PRINCETON, N. J., April 15.—A -be- 
quest which will net Princeton Univer- 
sity from $250,000 to $300,000 raised to- 
day the total of the gifts to that insti- 
tution in the past month to more than 
$3,500,000. The latest gift comes from 
the -estate of William B. Reed, Jr., of 
Brewster, N. Y.~who was graduated 
from the university in 1896. His bequest 
to Princeton consists. of his residuary 
estate, amounting to more than $250,000, 
and is to be held in trust for his widow 
until her death or marriage. Mrs. Reed 
receives his large farm in Putnam Coun- 
ty and $100,000. The total value of the 
estate is between $800,000 and $1,000,000. 

Princeton’s gift comes with the condi- 


tion that it shall be useq for such pur- 
pose as designated by Nathaniel Schroe- 
der of the class of 1898, the President 
of Princeton University and the Presi- 
dent of the Graduate Council. Mr. Reed 
was a member of the Graduate Council 
at the time of his death; and was well 
known here. He frequently visited the 
college and took keen delight in a study 
of undergraduate life. 

The large total of Princeton’s gifts in 
the past month has probably never been 
equaled in a similar period. 


ATLANTIC NATIONAL TO PAY. 


60 Per Cent. to Go to Depositors 
Through Trust Companies. 


PROVIDENCE, R. L, April 15.—Ar- 
rangements were made to-day to pay the 
depositors of the suspended Atlantic 
National Bank in part throtigh the In- 
dustrial Trust Company and the Union 
Trust Company, which have offered: to 
advance 60 per cent: on Atlantic Na- 
tional deposits. The bank has 3,500 de- 
positers, whose gccounts total $2,076,278, 
according tg the cashier, Mr. - Peabody. 
He said the institution probably er 
remain closed at least.a month. 

A resolution’ providing for an invaeti- 
gation of the suspension was introduced 
in the Legislature to-day by Represen- 
tative W. H. Troy of Providence. 

Orrin E. Jones, a Director, said: 

“‘T think: we can come pretty near to 
paying our depositors in full, although I 
would not want to say that we.can pay 
them in full, The stockholders undoubt- 


edly will lppe their stock and surplus.’”

Mr. Hull further charges that in De- 
cember, 1911, Adolph Kern, then a Di- 
rector ne general Manager, was voted 
a gift of $5,000,.and’ at about. the same 
time bills for *‘ special .services”’ were 
renderéd ‘by three of the Directors and 
paid, as follows: E. E. ° Spiegelberg, 
$1,000: Harry Kraus, $500, and: B. Nicoll, 
500. In September, he alleges, a special 
committee’ of ‘three Directors was ap- 
pointed, with a salary of $250 a month 
each, ‘to consult with the. general man- 
ager, on. the. current affairs of the com- 
pany, and: report’ to.-the board.’’. Mr. 

Says that the committeé was con- 
tinued’ for six ‘months at a. cost of $4,500, 
and. accomplished . nothing. e , says 
that, besides his salary,- the President 
recelved in the first year a Christmas 
gift of $1,500; fées as Director, $1,000;

HAMMOND LIBEL DEFENDANT 


Sued for $150,000 by Former Asso- 
_¢Ciate in San Francisco.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 15.—William 
Hammond Hall, cvil engineer and well- 
known clubman, filed a complaint in the 
United States District Court to-day 
against John ays Hammond to -re- 
cover $150,000 datnanes for alleged libel, 
charged to have been published in a tel- 
egram from Hammond at Washington,. 
April 14 of last year, to Jesse W. Lilien- 
thal of the Angio and London-Paris Na- 
tional Bank of this city. . 

The complaint recites that Hall and 
Hammond had business relations in sev- 
eral enterprises, and .a dispute arose 
as to the amount due to Hall from 
Hammond in the settlement. The tele- 
gram, Hall says, was in reference to 
that. disagreement, and it was so libel- 
ous; that it cost him credit at the bank 
and hurt his personal standing.

AFFECTS BIG SALARY MEN 


Aimed Also at One Hundred St*nog- 
raphers, Most of Whom Live 
in New Jersey. 


If a bill passed yesterday by a. two- 
thirds vote of the Addermén is approved 
by Mayor Gaynor all pe) ery of city 
gape enents hereafter will have to live 
in New York State or give up their jobs. 
The. resoiution; which was presented by 
Alderman Hannon, is termed ‘“ An-or- 
dinance: to prevent non-residents of the 
State of New York from holding em- 
ployment in any of the departments or. 
syapebes of the government of the City 
of New York.” It touches a score of 
engineers, about 100 stenographers, and 
a number of special employes in the 
Finance Department, most of whom live 
in New Jersey. This is the ordinance: 

Section 1..No person who is not a citizen 
and resident of the ftate of New York 
shali be eligible to appointment or be em- 
ployed in any or either of the departments 
of the City Government, nor shal! any per- 
son not a resident of this State, who may 
be appointed or employed, have any valid 
claim against the City of New York for 
any salary, wages, or compensation under 
or by virtue of holding an appointment or 
employment in either of the departments 
or branches of the City ivernment. 

Sec. 2. Any person holding any appoint- 
ment or émployed in any of the depart- 
ments or branches of the City Government 
who shall, while holding such appointment 
or employment, remove from within the 
limits of the State, shall be deemed there- 
by to have abandoned such employment, 
and it shall be the duty of the head of 
every department or other person authorized 
to make appointments or give employment, 
to appoint or employ a resident of the city 
to: the appointment made vacant, or em- 
ployment so surrendered, by said removal 
from this State, as provided by Section 1 
of this ordinance. 

Sec. 3. This ordinance shal’ take / effect 
immediately.
